by the time the Tigers came to 
bat in the ninth, MeLain’s 
ehanees of winning 30 that 
day seemed remote. But the 
Tigers came alive and rallied 
for the win — a great moment 
for MeLain and the fans. 

Prior to the start of that 
same, the last 30-game winner 
to baseball, Jerome (Dizzy) 
Dean was introduced to the 
crowd. 

And ‘now. only 
later, McLain stands suspended 
from baseball and Dean is men- 
tioned in a gambling probe _in- 
volving professional sport. 

Regardless of the final out- 


. ©ome, by MecLain’s own admis- 


sion he bet heavily on sports 
evenis and was a partner in a 
bookmaking operation in Flint, 
Mich. Not since the Black Sox 
seandal of 1919 has baseball 
fared such serious accusations 
involving stars ° 

The loss of McLain, if the 
suspension sticks, will be a fa- 
tal blow to the Detroit Tigers’ 
chances this year. With him 
and improved hitting, the Ti- 
mers were a threat to challenge 
the Baltimore Orioles. With 
“Mighty Mouth" sidelined, the 
Tigers only have Mickey Lol- 
ich as a proven starter who can 
wit the big games. 

Baseball commissioner Bow- 
ie Kuhn, in announcing Mc- 
‘Lain’s suspension, said: “There 
3s no indication that, McLain’s 
activities in any way involve 
the playing or outcome of 
baseball games.”

Jy that Levesque would have 
the Separatist vote to himself. 

But now the question of 
$200 million that Ottawa col- 
Jects from Quebec under a spe- 
cial social development tax has 
become an issue. 

Bertrand has attacked Otta- 
‘wa and accused Prime Minister 
‘Trudeau of “endangering the 
life of Canada by his firm 
stand on Quebec.” Obviously, 
the Quebec premier intends to_ 
follow this line in his election 
campaign — a line ‘his prede- 
cessor Daniel Johnson followed 
successfully. In fact, Johnson 
was a master of Separatist 
brinkmanship. His flirtations 
Charles’ de 
Gaulle are still causing trouble 
between Canada and France 
today. 

Bertrand is surrounded by 
strong nationalists —- and in 
Quebec, nationalism means 
Quebec first. If anything were 
to“™fippen to him, one of the 
Separatist - leaning ministers 
would take over. 

It is because of this national- 
ist wing that many with Separ- 
atist leanings may vote for the 
Union. Nationale instead of 
the Parti Quebecois. That way, 
they have a chance of keeping 
the. party in power and of 
avoiding the possibility of the 
Liberals returning with their 
pro-Ottawa position. And even 
Levesque is saying 20 per cent 
of the popular vote and 10 
seats is a victory.

-An- 
other -complication which has 
heen under-emphasized is mari- 
juana-induced loss of goals and 
ambition in life. 

Dr. Donald B. Louria, who 
has witnessed “the effects of 
drugs for years at Bellevue 
Hospital in New York, writes 

_in The Drug Scene of a med- 
ical-school student who sud- 
denly began to fail ‘in one 
course despite a previous ex- 
cellent academic record. 

“He said his energies had 
heen diverted into trying to 
stop using marijuana which he 
had begun using extensively 
during his senior year. When 
faced with the necessity of 
studying, he found it easier to 
‘take pot.) Under its influence, 
he was convinced that studying 
for examinations was not. as 
important as other things. He 
wanted help, stating explicitly 
that he considered the use of 
marijuana harmful because it 
encouraged him as well as his 
friends who used it to ‘evade 


reality and pursue illusory 
goals.” 
Since marijuana distorts 


time and space perception, au- 
tomobile driving is hampered. 
Certainly, alcohol has more ob- 
vious effects on car drivers, 
but the new breathalyzer law 
provides a method of checking 
the drinking driver, A person 
hampered by marijuana cannot 
be measured.

THE USE OF VITAMIN A

Vitamin A is essential for growth 

and helps assure resistance to infec- 
‘tion. The first sign of a Vitamin A 
deficiency is night blindness, 
' Butter, whole milk, fruits and ve- 
_getables eaten in the quantity recom- 
‘mended in Canada’s Food Guide 
‘would provide the daily requirements 
‘of Vitamin A. However, for health or 
economics reasons, many. Canadians 
are using butter ‘substitutes and 
{skimmed or partly skimmed milk. 
i'The Vitamin A content of such pro-. 
ducts is extremely low unless they 
have been fortified. 

If you have a growing child in yout 
jhome and do not use whole milk, 
‘check the label of substitutes to en- 
sure that Vitamin A has been added.

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Leafs “shot’’ after trade

The Tim Horton trade to 
New York Rangers is the latest 
example of sports’ complete 
disregard for the paying spec- 
tator 

If the Rangers had immedi- 
ately given Toronto players —- 
even if they were of little help 

- the trade could not be criti- 
cized. The worst that could be 
said is that the general mana- 
ger of the Leafs made a trade 
for the sake of a trade just to 
prove he is earning his money. 

But the Leafs picked up no 
players for this season, trading 
instead’ for “four or five” after 
the season is over, And Leaf 
vice-president Harold Ballard 
admitted the players are not 
frontline Rangers, 

« What this. means is that To- 
yonto has officially accepted 
the fact that the 1969-70 sea- 
son is a complete failure 

. For loyal Leaf supporters 
who pay wp to $6 each game 
for the ehance to see their 
heroes in action, this is indeed 
a bitter pill to swallow. Surely, 
hockey needs legislation to 
protect the fans as well as the 
players and owners. The fans 
paid top dollor to see Toronto 


. play to win. Management, by 


making the trade, is saying: 
‘Wait until next year’ 
President Clarence Campbell 
has. said the Horton deal is 
perfectly legal under existing 
hockey rules. But to the fans 
in Boston, the deal must seem 


_ ptrange . indeed, unless of 


course Toronto offers to send 
the Bruins © Dave Kéon in 
exchange for another four or 
five players later on, This kind 
of trade, too, would probably 
help the Leafs since the farm 
teams are weak in talent 
almost as weak as the parent 
team 

Huckey is not alone im per 
niitting trades designed to heip 
contenders’ at the expense of 
taic-enders 

The New York. Yankees 
were helped to several.Ameri 
can League pennants by pick 
ing up such proven relief 
pitchers as Jolinny Sain. And 


when Detroit Tigers were hat- 
tling for the American League 
pennant in 1967, San Francis- 
co Giants sent them veteran 
relief man Don McMahon. He 
didn't help them win in ‘67, 
but was a factor the following 
year when Detroit finally won 
a World Series. 

Last year, the Tigers floun- 
dered while the Giants were in 
the thick of the National 
League race. So what happens? 
You guessed it, the. Tigers re- 
turn Don MeMahon to. the 
Giants, Obviously, the deal was 
made. with the agreement that 
McMahon would be returned if 
the Giants needed him. Sport 
obviously believes in a lend 
lease’ arrangement 

The difference between the 
hockey and baseball system of 
aiding the “haves” instead of 
the “have-nots” is that baseball 
makes it: appear aboveboard. 
The Tigers paid money for 
MeMahon, just as the Giants 
luter bought him back. ¢ 

Horton started playing de- 
fence for the Rangers the day 
after the tradé was announced, 
leaving his Leaf mates during 
a California road trip. Toronto 
was forced to recall Pat Quinn 
from the minors to replace 
Horton, If Quinn wasn't good 
enough one day, he certainly 
hadn't improved overnight, 

For the remainder of the 
season, wherever the Leafs 
play, fans will be paying big- 
league prices to see a@ team 
that admits defeat. Further. 
more, Tim Horton was. the 
Leafs only allstar in 1968-69 

It is true he threatened to 
quit hockey, but he had- a 
change of heart brought on by 
a contraet estimated to be 
werth $75,000 

It is also true that the Leafs 
will probably benefit in the 
jong run,- although only a 
dreamer would expect the 
Hiangers to be as generous as 
the Leafs and give up players 
of the calibre of Bob Nevin, 
Arnie Brown and Rod Seiling 
Lot's hope the NHL takes 
steps to prevent such deals in 
the future ,

The loss of supporting members of

White Paper palming reality 


The toughest job facing Fi- 
nance Minister Edgar Benson 
these days must be finding 
someone who agrees 100 per 
cent with his White Paper on 
Taxation, - 

In fact, it would’ probably be 
easier to find people who disa- 
gree 100 per cent. 

But now that Rgime Minister 
Trudeau has. come out solidly 
behind Mr. Benson, it is ob- 
vious the White Paper will be- 
come law =~ it not in its pres- 
ent form at least in a form 
closely resembling the Ben- 
son pian. 

No piece of legislation has 
previously been given the ad- 
vanee presentation of — the 
White Paper. Canadians were 
invited to comment by Mr, 


Benson in the belief that only. 


by thorough examination 
could the Government know 


‘the feelings of all-Canadians. 


Some pressure -groups 
couldn't miss the opportunity 
of jumping in with both feet. 
A Toronto tailor, John. Bul- 
logh, attacked the section on 
corporation. taxes, claiming 
that the change to a straight 
50 per cent level of taxation 
for all corporation — profits 
would kill the little business: 
man. Quickly, a public. rela- 
tions firm organized the Cana- 
dian Council-for Fair Taxation, 
tnd the main battle was ‘on. 
Groups were formed in cities 
neross: the country and money 
poured in to tie Council's of- 
fice, 

At a meeting in -Toronto, 
Bulloch, who is general secre- 
tary of the council, described 
the White Paper as “absolute 
Communistic tonfiseation.” 

This phrase was jumped on 
by Mr. Trudeau, who cémment- 
ed: “That may get him a head- 
line, but it does. not get us 
ahead.” 

It is unfortunate that the 
corporation section has drawn 
so much. publicity while sec- 
tions affecting the vast major- 
ity of Canadians lack a leader, 
although Robert Stanfield late- 
ly has been coming on strong. 

The “silent majority’ sure- 
ly must consist of the 1 mil- 
lion or so taxpayers that are 
living on a. next-to-starvation 
income level. In this day and 
age, it hardly. sounds reason- 
able to give a married man a 
basic exemption of $2,000 
regardless of his income. He 
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‘HARMLESS? No sir! What you see here are seven baby 


can hardly afford to pay tax. 
if he only makes: $5,000. 

And the so-called middlein- 
come group (those making be- 


tween $10,000 and $25,000) - 


must wonder who advised Mr. 


Benson when he came up with 


the plan to reduce the tax rate 
for those making more than 
$25,000 
same time, the middle-income 
group’s tax share will go up — 


which is hardly following the: 


concept of equal taxation. If 
money must be found to sup- 
port the poor, that’s one thing. 
But surely the rich don't need 
to be subsidized af well. 

No one quarrels: with. the 
plan to eliminate taxation’ for 
the low-income group. The 
Greater Toronto Business and 
Professional Federation sug- 
gests a basic exemption. of 
$4,200 for a married man 
with two children. It also 
suggests that instead of elimi- 


‘nating the ‘tax. benefits for 


small corporations, the Govern- 
ment should reduce the bene- 
fits.- 

Few Canadians object to the 
capital gains tax in view of the 
obvious need for additional 
revenue by the Government, 
But we feel the idea of includ- 
ing all household effects in 
this category and declaring a 
tax every five years is. un- 
called for. In fact, if the meas- 


-ure is carried out, we predict 


the Government. will spend 
more money collecting the tax 
than the revenue received. 

Finally, Mr. Benson and Mr. 
Trudeau are correct when they 
sar Canadians are -prepared to 
get less and pay more than 
Americans in order to:remain 
Canadians. 

But surely there doesn’t 
have to -be such a major differ- 
ence between the average Ca- 
nadian and average American. 
The Monetary Times estimates 
that a. Canadian, makes 30 per 
cent less than his. American 
counterpart and after paying 
for his taxes and food and 
shelter, the Canadian winds up 
with about 30 per cent less. 

In other. words, the $10,000- 
man in the U.S: pays about 
the same in taxes as the $7,000- 
man in Canada. The additional’ 
$3.000 is all to spend or save. 

Let's hope the authors of the 
White: Paper: on Taxation will 
consider this when drafting 
the legislation later this year.
